IDB GRANTS LOAN FOR OIL EXPLORATION

[Text] The Inter-American Development Bank (.DB) has now approved a (US)$23.5 mil- 
lion loan to Jamaica to finance a program of onshore oil exploration. 


The loan is at two per cent interest, repayable over 35 years, with a grace period 
of 8 1/2 years, and will be used to finance a two-stage project which will eventual- 
ly involve the drilling of seven exploratory vells. 


Prime Minister Edward Seaga said yesterday, that the drilling of three of the on- 
shore wells should commence shortly. He referred to an article in yesterday's 
issue of the GLEANER, which, he said, gave the impression that the loan application 
might not receive support from the Carteradministration representatives on the IDB 
board, and further that the loan might have been the subject of a veto. 


The Government of Jemaica dissociated itself from the sentiments of that article, 
he said, and in fact, there had been very good cooperation with the Carter and the 
incoming President Reagan administrations. 


A press release yesterday from the IDB office in Kingston said: 


"The Inter-American Development Bank today announced the approval of a $23.5 million 
loan to help Jamaica carry out a hydrocarbon exploration project. The loan is the 
first the bank has extended for gas or petroleum exploration. 


"The loan will be used by the Petroleum Corporation of Jamaica (PCJ)--a company 
established in 1979 to promote the development of the country's oil resources--to 
help finance a two-stage exploratory drilling project of several inland wildcat 
wells. 


The steady increase in oil prices over the past several years has placed the island's 
economy in a vulnerable position. The nation's oil import bill grew from $73 million 
in 1973 to $346 million in 1979 and an estimated US$525 million in 1980. This has 
brought about the need to explore geological structures that under different cir- 
cumstances would not justify the large investment required. 








Although a number of wildcat wells drilled by different enterprises under explora- 
tion licences granted by the Jamaican Goverument over the past 25 years have failed 
to prove or disprove the presence of petroleum in the country, experts hired by the 
government have concluded that all possibilities cannot be ruled out. These ex- 
perts have recommended exploratory work in more promising rock strata than that 
tested previously. 


"At the same time Jamaica is carrying out efforts with international companies for 
the exploration of the Pedro Banks and other offshore sites. 


“Today's bank loan will help BOJ to finance the drilling of test wells totalling 
some /0,000 feet at selected onshore locations. In the first stage, approximately 
30,000 feet will be drilled over a period of 270 days. If warranted by information 
gathered in this stage, an additional 40,000 feet will be drilled. The bank will 
provide up to 10 million of the loan for the first stage and if warranted will 
authorize the continuation of the second stage. 


"The total cost of the project is estimated at $29.5 million, of which the bank 


loan will cover 79.7 per cent and local sources will provide the remaining 20.3 per 
cent. 


"The loan was extended from the bank's fund for special operations for a term of 

35 years at an interest rate of 2 per cent per annum. The loan will be disbursed 

in dollars or other non-Jamaican currencies which are part of the fund's reserves. 

It will be repaid in semian».«l installments, the first of which will be due 8 1/2 

years after the date of the oan contract. Principal and interest payments will be 
made in the currencies disbursed. 


"Should commercial quantities of hydro-carbons be found, and the drilling of welis 
to develop such deposits be started by the Jamaican Government, the loan would be 
repaid within 120 days from the initiation of such drilling. In that case, the 
Inter-American Development Bank would within 90 days consider the possibility of 
granting a new loan for the amount amortized under the first loan, with a term of 
15 years and at the interest rate prevailing for the bank's ordinary capital loans 
at the time of conversion.”

FUEL COST TO INCREASE--Caracas, 10 Dec (AFP)--Venezuelan residual fwel will rise in 
price at least one more cim.s during the remainder of the year, it was reported of- 
ficially herve today. The state VENPRES NEWS AGENCY, citing Energy Ministry sources, 
noted that “the current market conditions favor an invrease in the price of residual 
fuel, because this winter appears to be more severe than last year." This fuel, 
used in heating systems, is regarded as a stationary product since it is used only 
in winter. VENPRES indicated that according to studies conducted by the Energy 
Ministry and the Venezuelan Oil Corporation, the price of residual fuel might be 
increased twice before the end of 1980, although it is certain to be increased 

once. Also noted was the increase of $3 per barrel of residual fuel last November

[Excerpts] [Question] [Unidentified speaker] Ambassador, after presenting your 
credentials to the Colombian Government, we want to ask you about the upcoming out- 
flow of people without papers from Venezuela. 


[Answer] I am uader the impression that the news is unfounded and that the nervous- 
ness is even less founded. The census or registration of illegal aliens in Venezue- 
la, in my opinion, has been successful up to now. However, there will always be 
some people who are left out. I think that percentage is not more than more or 
less 5 percent of the immigrants. There will probably be some itentification pro- 
cedure for the illegal aliens. We will see if they are working o- not and we will 
proceed accordingly in each case. In December we won't deport anybody. That will 
be left for early 1981. 


[Question] Mr Ambassador, what will become of the people who do not abide by the 
census measures? 


[Answer] Will you explain your question because I don't understand it? 
[Question] Yes, when... 


[Answer] They have to register. If they do not register, then they will be in 
contempt.

[Text] Kingston, Jamaica (CANA)--A 15—man Venezuelan mission is currently in Jamai- 
ca to examine the island's investment opportunities. 


The group, which has already held talks with Industry and Commerce Minister Douglas 
Va. comprises private businessmen with interests covering bauxite, sugar and ce- 
nent. 


Ar official announcement said that group, which leaves for home tomorrow was here 
in response to Jamaica's investment incentive schemes, outlines by Mr Vaz at last 
month's Miami conference on Caribbean trade, investmenc and development. 


Mr Vaz told the Venezuelans that government was currently studying the existing 
foreign investment code and investment schemes, with a view to making whatever inm- 
provements thought necessary. 


He said the lack of foreign investment which helped to cripple the Jamaican economy 
under the past regime did not occur for want of a good investment code, but because 
of lack of good investment climate and a lack of confidence. 


He added that his government would make every effort to create a climate of con- 
fidence and to help investors maintain economic progress. 


The industry minister said, in an interview with Venezuelan television officials 
accompanying the group that the Jamaican people had suffered under numerous auster- 
ity programs, and that his governmetn had no immediate plans for another such pro- 
gran.

HANNA PRESENTS §336.4-MILLLON BUDGET

[Excerpts] Finance Minister Arthur D. Hanna Wednesday tabled the government's 


$336.4 million, 1981 budget designed to “assist the program which are geared towards 
the social revolution.” 


Introducing the budget in a 1}?=page, 2 1-2 hour speech yesterday, Mr Hanna predicted 
a surplus of over $25 million which will be applied to a salary increase for civil 
servants on January 1 and to the capital development fund. 


In his speech on the budget, which was increased by $37 million over the 1980 bud- 
get of $299 million, Mr Hanna also gave old age pensioners a Christmas present with 
a 59 per cent increase that became effective Monday, 1 December. Pensioners will 
now receive $60 a month. 


Mr Hanna, who is deputy prime minister, said the 1981 budget will tackle unemploy~ 
ment as a top priority, revitalize the country's development process, expand social 
and health services, and develop the southeastern islands to stop migration. 


Grabbing the biggest share of the budget, which contained no new taxes, was educa- 
tion which was allocated a total of $65 million, including over $5 million to the 
College of the Bahamas--an increase of $5.6 million or 9.5 per cent over 1980. 


The Minfetry of Heelth followed with $43 million, an increase of $7 million or 19.5 
per cent, while the police department and the Ministry of Defense were allocated a 
total of $33.5 million, an increase of $9 million or 36.5 per cent. 


Next is public works with $27 million, an increase of $6.2 million or 29 per cent; 
tourism with $20.2 million, an increase of $1.6 million or 9 per cent. 


There are smaller allocations to other ministries and departments. Servicing the 
public debt has increased from $42 million to $45 million, up $3.2 million or about 
7.7 per cent.

In addition, the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Local Government was 4l- 
located some $96.2 million, $2.2 million of which te for capital works. 


The Department of Local Government was allocated a separate $5.3 million in recur- 
rent and capital funde. 


He said the eatimated revenue on recurrent account is $295.9 million which repre- 
sents an increase of $61.5 million or 26.2 per cent over the 1980 estimates. 


The estimated expenditure on recurrent account is $270.7 million which represents 
an increase of $3°.5 million or 16 per cent over 1980. 


"1 predict, therefore, a surplus of over $25 million for 1981 from which | propose 

to provide for further increases in salaries of officers in the public service to 

take effect from the anniversary of the last increase in salaries on January 1, 1980," 
Mr Hanna said. 


Concluding, Mr Hanna said that the 1980's are indeed the years of reconstruction 
and the years of social revolution. 





"During this year we have laid a foundation and made many pledges," he said. “The 
time has now come for us to build upon that foundation and redeem those pledges.” 


"In presenting the 1981 budget I am deeply conscious of the important tasks that 
lie ahead and the awful responsibility that reste upon our heads,” he said. 


Mr Hanna listed those as: to eliminate suffering, unemployment, ignorance and 
poverty; to provide for fuller economic growth, for a greater measure of security 
for Bahamians and the Bahamas, and to inspire loyalty. 


"It is these things which have inspired the making of the 1981 budget,” the min- 
ister of finance said.

[Excerpt] Navy Minister Adm Maximmiano da Fonseca announced yesterday in 
Rio de Janeiro the formula that will be used by Brazil for the export of 
warships: The navy arsenal of Rio de Janeiro [AMRJ] will do the building 
based on projects of the Vosper Shipyards of England, which will be 
responsible for the sale of the end product. Thus, the country will re- 
ceive 52 percent of the construction cost--those relating to manpower 
and Brazil's provision of raw materials—and the AMRJ will assimilate 
technology and it will be able to overcome its current lack of activity. 
When its work capacity overflows it can turn part of the workload over to 
private shipyards. 


On announcing the plan yesterday morning, at the conclusion of the ceremony 
commemorating sailors day, Da Fonseca clarified that "no enterprise will 
be created” and he guaranteed the plan's execution "through contracts for 
every deal." The minister said that he did not know whether Vosper had 
already placed a project on the market for the AMRJ to implement, "but I do 
know that there are many negotiations in this area which I cannot talk 
aout now because I would harm the deal." 


According to the commander of the AMRJ, Vic 4m Raphael de Azevedo Branco, 


on being installed in his post on 28 Oct: -azil's best trump card in 
becoming a constructor for Vosper is “t production cost due to the 
fact that our Labor costs are much lower other countries that build 


ships." Another point that was highlighted on that occasion was "the great 
quality of the Brazilian worker" that was demonstrated in the construction 
of the frigate "Uniao," which the Brazilian Navy asked the British shipyard 
to build and which was examined by British technicians during the research 
carried out by Vosper when choosing the destroyer. 


Da Fonseca stressed the advantage of the operation, “because with it we 
can give work to our arsenal and bring in dollars with the export of 

the end product. The participation of Vosper in the exports is considered 
"indispensable" by the sector's technicians, because its name will open 
the doors of the international market for the country until the AMRJ can 
assimilate sufficient technology to export its own projects.

ARMED COMMANDOS IN SHOOTOUT DURING BANK BRANCH HOLDUP 


One Dead

[Excerpts] A humble car attendant was brutally murdered by a group of individuals 
who held up a branch of the Bank of Chile in Cerrillos. Eight individuals riding 
a 504 Peugeot and a 125 Fiat car took part in this bloodthirsty incident. 


The holdup took place at 1125 and the attackers got away with 8 million pesos and 
$150,000. 


The individuals used a very cunning method, very similar to the method used in pre- 
vious bank holdups. Four of them remained outside the building while the others, 
also carrying automatic arms, threatened the employees and clients inside the bank. 


(Patricio Velazquez), a client who was inside the bank, witnessed most of the hold- 
up. He described the individuals as well dressed young persons wearing suits and 
ties who were very calm and well-organized during the approximate 10 minutes it 
took them to carry out their holdup. 


Members of the security forces found the 504 Peugeot car which the individuals used 
to get away in on the intersection of Suiza St and the railway in the (Jose Maria 
Caro) neighborhood shortly after the holdup. Carabineros also found a small bus 
{taxi bus] of the Macul-Bernal del Mercado line which had also been used by the 
individuals to evade the police blockade which was established a few minutes after 
the holdup, or 1700 Bernal del Mercado St. 


Vast dragnet operations carried out by members of the Carabineros and investiga- 
tions departments were centered in various parts of the capital but so far there 
has been no information that may lead to the arrest of the individuals.

RAUL CASTRO PAYS TRIBUTE TO GEN CALIXTO GARCIA 


FL112301 [Editorial Report FL] Havana Domestic Television Service in Spanish at 
1945 GMT on 11 December begins live coverage of ceremonies being held at Holguin's 
Frank Pais airport and Plaza de la Revolucion. An aircraft is seen approaching the 
airport terminal. The announcer reports that the aircraft is carrying the remains 
of Gen Calixto Garcia which were interred at Havana's Colon cemetery until yester- 
day. 


Present at the airport are Army Gen Raul Castro, minister of the Revolutionary Armed 
Forces, commanders of the revolution Juan Almeida, Ramiro Valdes and Guillermo Gar- 
cia, Culture Minister Armando Hart, all members of the PCC Politburo and many other 
Cuban Government and party officials.

At 2016 GMT, following an honor guard by Army Gen Raul Castro, c’ amanders of the 
revolution Juan Almeida, Ramiro Valdes and Guillermo Garcia and Armando Hart, the 
funeral cortege departs for the Palza de la Revolucion. The announcer reads a 
Council of State decree ordering that the remains of Gen Calixto Garcia be trans- 
ferred from Havana's Colon cemetery to Holguin's Plaza de la Revolucion where a 
mausoleum has been built for interrment. 


At 2021 GMI, the camera goes back to the Plaza de la Revolucion to await arrival 
of the funeral cortege. At 2047 GMT, the funeral cortege arrives in the Plaza de la 
Revolucion with six brigadier generals guarding the remains. At 2053 GMT, the 
marble ossuary containing the remains of Gen Calixto Garcia is interred. The band 
plays the national anthem, followed by a call to attention by the bugler. 


At 2100 OMT, Army Gen Raul Castro comes to the microphone to deliver the funeral 
oration. Referring to a moment in history when Gen Calixto Garcia attempted 
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suicide rather than surrender, Castro praises the Cuban patriot for his behavior 
in the face of the most adverse situations. He goes on to tell about Gen Calixto 
Garcia's parents, childhood and youth. Continuing his biographical account of 
Garcia's revolutionary activities, Castro refers to the days when the general 
joined the patriots who fought against Spain and later confronted the U.S. imper- 
lalists when they tried to issue orders to the Cuban Mambi Army. 


Castro recounts Gen Calixto Garcia's trip to France and the United States, where 

he organized a group of patriots to come hack to Cuba to fight against Spain. Fail- 
ing in his attempt to land and continue to fight the war, Castro says, Calixto Gar- 
cla went to jail and later on traveled to Spain, Frarce and the United States. Then, 
in 1896 he returned to Cuba with an expeditionary ferce and joined the Cuban Free- 
dom Fights. After displaying an exemplary courage and military genius in battle, 
Calixto Garcia was given the command of the East«rn Mambi Army. 





Raul Castro points out that Gen Calixto Garcia was a man of action, a man of intel- 
lect, a man of many virtues. He adds that he knew and spoke several languages very 
well. His military skills were unequal in the Manpbi Army, in fact, Castro says, he 
was the only Cuban general of the war of independ nce who had learned and used with 
great efficiency the military arts. Castro refe.s to several actions in the war of 
independence in which General Garcia demonstrated his skills. 


Castro praises the residents of Holguin for giving the finishing touches to the 
mausoleum and preparing the plaza for the ceremony. He then urges all workers to 
make greater efforts in the current sugar harvest. He says: The nation expects a 
lot ‘om Holguin. You must have all equipment in working condition and cut all the 
susy.rcane needed by the mills to produce the necessary sugar for a healthy economy. 
He ammounces that one of the four Cuban flags taken by Cuban Cosmonaut Col Arnaldo 
Tamayo in his flight in space is being awarded to the city of Holguin. 


In slosing, Raul Castro says that Gen Calixto Garcia was always ready to serve the 
fatverland and never said no when he was needed. Castro adds: “His life was very 
dif *tcult but he lived it fully and devoted it in its entirety to the fatherland. 


Ete mal glory to the memory of Calixto Garcia! Long live free Cuba!" (The crowd 
shouts “viva") 


'amediately following, the military units pass in review. Coverage ends at 2159 GMT.

[Excerpts] Tegucigalpa is no longer the capital of America, but the capital of 
tears. After Tegucigalpa became the capital of America because of the presence 
of several Latin American heads of state for the exchange of the instruments of 
ratification of the misnamed peace treaty between the governments of Honduras and 
El Salvador, today, Tuesday, 9 December 1980, this city is under siege by anti- 
riot police who dispersed a meeting to protest the presence of the counterrevolu- 
tionary junta of El Salvador and of Guatemalan President Romeo Lucas Garcia. 


In the police action today, hundreds of persons were arrested and taken in mili- 
tary trucks to the National Investigation Directorate and National Army garrisons. 
Several student and labor leaders were among those arrested, including Miguel Carias, 
who is being subjected to all kinds of torture. 


During the demonstration, it was announced that representatives and leaders of 
other organizations are being sought. Some of the names mentioned were (Tomana 
Tivi), who is being sought by investigations agents with his photo in hand. 


A communique which circulated today at the meeting at the Metropolitan Cathedral was 
issued by the Farbundo Marti Liberation Front [FMLN]. It reads as follows: 


The days of the junta are numbered. The FMLN, the single representative of the revo- 
lutionary forces of El Salvador, in view of the visit of the Military-Christian 
Democratic Junta to Honduras, declares that: 


l. This visit forms part of the interventionist plan being promoted against the 
Salvadoran people, who are now headed toward a sure victory.

EDITORIAL PRAISES MICHELE DUVALIER'S SOCIAL WELFARE WORK

(Editorial by Ministry of Information: “The First Lady's Humanistic Conduct”) 


(Text) Becoming the wife of a chief of state may be the result of chance, but some- 
times chance works out quite well with destiny. That of Mre Michele 8. Duvalier 
took shape immediately after her marriage as a promise consisting wholly of light, 
as a radiant and triumphal dawn, and as the first stream from a living spring. 
Creative intellectual activity, intensely shared by her husband, sprang forth in 
the first great hours. By successive moves made up of visits to provide comfort or 
make massive distributions of clothing or essential items, it confirmed the social 
policy that Jean-Claude's government has rationally expan ied since it came to power. 
One could already detect the first outlines of a grand fresco in which the Christian 
themes of love and active solidarity were implicitly evident. 


The First Lady's actions have aroused a tidal wave of collective affection, and they 
awaken modern vibrations. They move within the sphere of ideas spread in connection 
with the Liberation of women, who no longer accept themselves within the narrow 
framework of kitchen, children, and market--an unfavorable framework for the devel- 
opment of a woman's own individuality. At a time when women in great numbers are 
entering the universities, rising to responsible positions, and engaging in an un- 
ceasing battle to take part in the entire human adventure, the desire for the blos- 
soming of their personalities compels recognition as a new awareness and an ines- 
capable requirement. And for a woman sharing the destinies of a chief of state, 
what could be more noteworthy--and natural at the same time--than the broadening of 
her abilities from that of being simply an important person at official ceremonies 
or a distinguished hostess at social receptions to the much broader and more fruit- 
ful role of being a bearer of hope and a privileged messenger of the great principles 
underlying government action? 


It is the transcendent human dimension of that action which offers a new and ideal 
psychological field for affirming the First Lady's personality while at the same 
time justifying her preponderant role in our society. Converging with the charisma 
of the uncontested leader of the revolution on the move, Mre Michele B. Duvalier 
conveys 46 4 woman 4 sense of security that creates a continuous and intimate con- 
tact in her relationships with the masses. In so doing, she can pick out and ar- 
ticulate trends toward a better adaptation of the development effort. With an in- 
fectious power of conviction, she undertakes and achieves the task of sensitizing 
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and motivating others and bringing out an expressiveness that is more than ever in 
symbiosis with that with which her husband is so intensely vibrant. 


Panic=stricken by the great popularity that the First Lady has won so quickly by 
showing her solidarity with the immense work of her husband--work that can only be 
reflected in ite fullnese--a few implacable male chauvinists, accustomed to viewing 
women through the dark glase of taboos and myths, have begun to grumble. As “worthy 
heire of the ancient world who have worsened woman's condition by lowering her 
status in the name of a mystique favorable to the imperium of males," those impeni- 
tent misogynists are panicking at the militant commitment of a woman as though they 
feared an “emasculation of politics.” They are trying desperately to break her 
momentum and to stop her outpourings by forcing them into the tight collar of the 
law. Wo one should regard as a threat to be warded off the unshakable will of the 
Firet Lady to “come to the help of the poor, the sick, and the abandoned children.” 
Put even if some people do feel threatened by her dynamism and her high awareness of 
civie virtues, they cannot, in the very name of the humanistic principles they ad- 
vocate, do less than applaud her good example and follow her in that path of soli- 
darity which is lighted by her steps.

TWO AGREEMENTS SIGNED WITH FRANCE 
Port-au-Prince LE NOUVEAU MONDE in French 21 Nov 80 pp 1,8 


[Excerpts) Yesterday morning at the Ministry of Planning, French Minister of Coop- 
eration Robert Galley took part in an important work meeting concerned with renewed 
cooperation between Port-au-Prince and Paris and based on subjects for reflection 
opening out on a range of felicitous arrangements to be made together in various 
areas. 


Two important agreements were signed before the meeting: one relative to the Inte- 
grated Project for development of the Jacmel Region and the other--the agreement on 
civil aviation--concerned with development of the Cap-Haitien Airport and the exten- 
sion of its runway to 2,300 meters. 


Those signing were the [Haitian] secretaries of state for planning, for public works, 
transportation, and communications, and for agriculture, each for his own area of 
competence, and the French minister of cooperation, who was accorded chairmanship of 
the meeting. As the head of the SEP [expansion unknown) emphasized, the keynote of 
that meeting was the continuity and permanence of a form of Haitian-French coopera- 
tion that is intended to be constructive. 


“We won our independence not from France, but from the France of a certain era.” 


[Minister Galley said in part:) “The new agreement confirms my government's inten- 
tion to continue its support of this project, to which the EEC is also preparing to 
grant greater financial aid over the next 5 years. 


“The same continuity can be seen in the sector of civil aviation, which is the sub- 
ject of another agreement. 


"Te agreement that will be signed by us establishes continued French cooperation in 
this sector. It provides supplementary financial assistance for pilot training and 
takes charge of updating the study for modernization of the Cap-Haitien Airport that 
was originally made by SOFREAVIA [expansion unknown] in 1977. 


“As to the future, I will simply recall that the commitments assumed by France during 
last April's meeting in Paris by the French-Haitian Joint Commission--and which I 
will have occasion to speak of again in more detail tomorrow in Cap-Haitien in the 
presence of His Excellency the president of the republic for life--include financing 
by the FAC [Aid and Cooperation Fund] of extension of the runway to 2,300 meters 
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and perhaps, through the Central Fund for Economic Cooperation, air navigation equip- 
ment. 


"The assistance that France intends to give to the Republic of Haiti is obviously 
not limited to these projects, but if I were to name them now I would be taking up 

4 portion of the time that must be reserved for the work meeting which you were kind 
enough to arrange, Mr Minister, and which will enable us to go into matters more 
deeply.”

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS SHOWS IMPROVEMENT 
FLO51505 Port-of-Spain TRINIDAD GUARDIAN in English 1 Dec 80 p 11 


[Text] Kingston (CANA-REUTER)--Jamaica's balance of payments showed “marked im- 
provement" in the first half of 1980, recording a surplus of $19.8 million compared 


with a deficit of $108.6 million in the corresponding 1979 period, according to 
the island's central bank. 


"The net foreign exchange reserves fell to minus $752.1 million at the end of June 
1980 from minus $/71.9 million eat the end of December 1979," the Bank of Jamaica 
OCTOBER REVIEW said. 


"The main contributory factors were higher net capital inflows, higher alumina 
and nontraditional exports increased courist earnings." 


The improved situation showed up in a decreased external trade deficit for the first 
6 months of the year, as total exports for the January-June period increased by 
13.9 per cent over the same period in 1979. 


Total exports for the period were $826.4 million, $101 million more than the same 
period last year. 


Meanwhile imports for the 1980 pegiod were valued at $890 million compared with 
$806 million in the 1979 period, leading to a trade deficit of $64.6 million. 


The deficit for January-June 1979 was $80.7 million. 


All categories of domestic exports increased i. value, except food, animal and 
vegetable oils and fats. 


"The major export commodities for the period January to June 1980 accounted for 2 


per cent of total domestical export compared with 83.9 per cent during the correspond- 
ing period for 1979" the REVIEW said. 


"During the 1980 period the total value of these commodities amounted to $669 million; 
$67.3 million or 11.2 per cent increase over the 1979 level. 





"The volume of bauxites, sugar and bananas declined during the period under review 
compared with the volume of the corresponding period in 1979. 


Bauxite declined by 433 thousand metric tons, sugar by 20 thousand metric tons and 
bananas by 11 thousand metric tons," it continued. 





The values of all three commodities also declined during the period under review, 
with bauxite declining by $25.1 million or 12.4 per cent, sugar by $3.9 million or 
6 per cent and bananas by 3 million dollars or 20.5 per cent. 


Other domestic exports for January-June valued $146.8 million, an increase of $31 
million over the figure for the corresponding period last year.

This represents a gross foreign exchange earning of $109.6 million (US) in 1975. 


However, total visitor arrivals for the January to April period were 260,500, a de- 
crease of 7,000 compared with 1979. 


"The volume and value of aluuwina, on the other hand, registered increases," the 
REVIEW said.

BORGE DISCUSSES REVOLUTION, RELATIONS WITH HONDURAS 
Havana JUVENTUD REBELDE in Spanish 28 Oct 80 p 3 


[Interview with Nicaraguan Interior Minister Tomas Borge by Jesus Suarez Moreno in 
Cuba; date not given] 


[Text] Before us is one of the legendary figures of the Sandinist Revolution in 
Nicaragua, one of the founders of the Sandinist Netional Liberation Front [FSLN] 
and a personality of great influence in that fraternal Central American country. 


Commander of the Revolution, Tomas Borge, member of the FSLN National Directorate 
and minister of the interior, is visiting Cuba. 


We are taking advantage of his stay to inquire about the current situation in Nica- 
ragua. 


[Question] What can you tell us about the counterrevolutionary outbreaks on the 
Atlantic Coast? 


[Answer] In reality I think they have been greatly exaggerated. It was a simple 
misunderstanding due to the cultural and political be ‘“wardness that exists in that 
part of the country which was historically abandoned by the Somozist dictatorship. 
Reactionary elements, in conjunction with international reactionary forces mani- 
pulated [the situation] and tried to confuse a small sector of the population. 
Counterrevolution shows itself in Nicaragua through punitive incursions from the 
Honduran border and in the field of ideological diversion, where the media at the 
disposal of reactionary forces attack the process, as well as through artificial 
contradictions which they try to set up between the church and the revolution. 


Tomas Borge points out how history repeats itself and reaffirms the universal truth 
that there is no revolution without its price. "It is stimulating for a counter- 
revolution to exist because it means that a revolution exists." 


Commander Tomas Borge states that “the Nicaraguan process shows that to be victor- 
ious, it is necessary for a people to rely on arms to be able to achieve political 
power. The union of arms and the masses, as happened in Cuba, is what gives 
strenth to the revolution. And to the vanguard--the party. Without the party 
there is no revolution. Without the masses there is no revolution. Without arms 
there is no revolution. 





“One of our principal and immediate taske is to atrengthen the role of the party, 
because by developing the party we are contributing to more rapidly organizing our 
mase organizations. 


"We know very well that the struggle will be long and difficult. But we were born 
in the etruggle, we develop in it and thie is how we will die, by fighting for the 
revolution. 


Relations With Honduras 


On thie eubject Commander Tomas Borge reiterates the principles of the Nicaraguan 
foreign policy of promoting friendly relations with Honduras and reaffirms that his 
country will never be the one to create a crisis between the two nations. 


Borge pointe out that the Nicaraguan authorities are aware that former Somozist 
guarde are covertly undergoing military training in refugee camps in Honduran ter- 
ritory ae part of a plan supported by international reactionary forces. Up until 
now no serious incident has occurred, and the Honduran Government has been warned 
about thie situation. 


He added that he is aware of the existing contradictions within the Honduran mili- 
tary regime and that if there are sectors which view the Somozists with sympathy, 
there are others which do not. 


Present Stage of the Revolution 


Tomas Borge recalle the characteristics of the Sandinist revolution: democratic, 
anti-imperialiet and popular, within the framework of a mixed economy and a pluralist 
political system, in other words, with the existence of diverse parties, including 
the right. 


He returns to the subject of class struggle, this time within the context of the 
iamediate prospects for the Nicaraguan revolutionary process. 


“Clase struggle is becoming acute. Some sectors of the bourgeoisie decapitalize 
businesses, others conspire and there is a third sector that has formed ties to the 
Sandinist prograsp. 


“Our position with regard to the church is clear. We support revolutionary Christ- 
lane. In the country there exists the right to believe or not to believe. Christians 
participated in the insurrectional struggle against the dictatorship and it is not 
by chance that many of them are present in the government leadership and in the 
ranks of the Sandinist Front. 


"Il would say this is the stage of delimitation. In the political sphere there is 

an inevitable clase struggle. in the economic sphere we propose to establish the 
foundations for development and economic planning. We fulfilled the objectives of 
the previous stage of economic reactivation: More than 10,000 new jobs will be 
created beyond what had been projected, reducing the unemployment rates and promoting 
beyond what had been projected, reducing the unemployment rates and promoting an 
increase in agriculture and industry. 
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"Ac thie time we are facing a great challenge--to absorb the great masse of newly 
literate people who have been ‘ncorporaced into the educational system: more than 
600,000 children in primary and secondary schools, an unprecedented number. In this 
sense we face probleme in the educational infrastructure and a lack of teaching 
cadre. We very auch appreciate Cuba's help in thie field: Cuba hae also given ite 
solidarity cooperation in the field of health, another ministry on which the re- 
volution te concentrating ite efforte to ease the critical situation inherited 

from Somozien." 


The commander of the Nicaraguan revolution summed up the objectives of the present 
stage in his country: establishing the foundations for development and economic 
planning according to the principles of the next triennial plan. 


Before the converstion comes to a close, Tomas Borge--the Nicaraguan guerrilla who 
has now become a protagonist in a new and more difficult war: the liberation of his 
people from misery and backwardness--expresses the sentiment that he sees our coun- 
try as an extension of his own. He concludes by greeting our young revolutionaries, 
wishing them success in their eternal commitment: promoting our ideals.

[Excerpt] A group of clergymen, including priests, layment and a Lutheran bishop, 
thie gorning seized the headquarters of Panama's Christian Democratic Party [| PDC) 
on Peru Avenue, across from Porras Square. 


According to spokesmen, the purpose of the seizure, which the group described as a 
peaceful protest, is to denounce the bonds between Panama's Christian Democrats and 
the Christian Democrats in El Salwador's cilivian-military junta and to protest 

the recent gurder of several American nuns and eix leaders of El Salvador's Re- 
volutionary Democratic Front [FDR]. 


Among other demands, the clergymen ask for respect for the Salvadoran people's 
right to self-determination, recognition of the FDR and the Farabundo Marti Peoples 
Liberation Front [PMLN) as the sole leaders of the Salvadoran people and a break of 
diplomatic relations between the Government of Panama and El] Salvador's Christian 
Democratic Junta. 


Dr Ricardo Arias Calderon, president of the PDC political committee, told this sta- 
tion that the Salvadoran military are useing force indiscriminately in their efforts 
to keep order. 


Dr Arias Calderon made the following comments with regard to the PDC's position 
vis-a-vis the Salvadoran situation and the seizure of his party's headquarters by 


a group of clergymen and laymen: 


[Begin recording] We believe that an effort is being made in El Salvador to achieve 
a thorough social and political transformation toward democracy and justice. We 
believe this is going on within a cycle of truly horrifying violence. What the 
Salvadoran Christian Democratic Party has tried to do is to try to carry out the 
political and social changes within the existing climate, within the greatest peace. 
That is why it has achieved three great structural changes: the signing of a 

peace treaty with a neighboring nation, a promise for holding a constituent assembly 
and has said that it is willing to accept the mediation either of the church or of 
European political parties such as Social Democrat or the Socialist Party. 


So we think that the participation of Christian Democracy in El Salvador seems to 
be valid. 





The second point of our position te thie: we believe that the Salvadoran Army has 
not completely turned over a new page toward the future and toward peace. It 
continues to make indiscriminate use of force in ite attempt to maintain order and 
it continues to maintain bonds with armed groups of the extreme right which are 
killing, juet ae armed groups of the extreme left aleo kill. That is why we have 
made a very clear and explicit appeal to the Salvadoran Armed Forces to truly end 
the 40 years of dictatorship and oppression which they themselves used to uphold. 


With regard to the document of the clergymen who have seized party headquarters, | 
must point owt that the only thing they really propose is that there be support for 
the FDR political group and the armed PMLN group. That is, they are taking sides 
in the quasi-civil war that existe in El Salvador, siding with the Marxist-Leninist 
sector. As citizens, they have a right to do so. It is somewhat surprising, how- 
ever, to see Catholic priests supporting one of the parties in a civil war and 
above all, that they support the Marxist-Leninist sector. 


[Question] Regarding the comment you made to the effect that military sectors in 
the Salvadoran junta are either backing or condoning ultrarightists who are com- 
mitting grotesque acts of violence, if the Salvadoran Christian Democrats do not 
take steps regarding this situation, such as withdrawing or reorganizing the junta, 
what will the Panamanian Christian Democrat's position be? 


|Anewer} In a tragedy such as El Salvador's in which there are dozens, hundreds, 
thousands of dead, we cannot appreciate this situation from the outside. Salva- 
doran Christian Democrats are testifying to it with their lives. In a very diffi- 
cult situation, Christian Democracy is giving an example of a heroism which, I be- 
lieve, calle for more respect by those of us who look at this tragedy from the out~- 
side. It is right within the center of this tragedy that a decision must be made,

PRIME MINISTER WILLIAMS PRESENTS 1981 BUDGET

[Text] Prime Minister and Minister of Finance, Dr Eric Williams, yesterday presented 
a $6.8 billion 1981 budget which offered some reliefs with “prudence and restraint." 


it fell short of the expectations of those who believed he would have opted for 
adventurism and free spending in 198l--election year. 


His fiscal proposals offered increased personal income tax reliefs, increased old 
age pensions, increased pensions to retired public officers, a special allowance 
for pensioners. 


From next year also, the severance pay ceiling of $18,000 will be increased to 
$40,000 to be exempted from income tax, while the ceiling on tax deductible bonds 
has gone up from $5,000 to $7,500. 


Estate duties will be abolished, while the annual rateable value of all owner- 
occupied houses ("only one house") will also be exempted from tax. 


In addition to his fiscal proposals, Dr Williams told of improved incentives for 
housing and sought to throw ice-water on the flames of rising controversy on the 
race-track, judges’ pay and the teachers recognition issues. 


He also announced proposed increased choice of television viewing, with emphasis 
on education, and including another television station. 


Dr Williams ruled out completely the call to halt construction of the centralized 
racing complex at Caroni, and squashed the argument that the government loan to 
the racing authority was interest-free. 


He said the authority would pay an interest rate of 10 percent--an interest rate 
not more favorable than would be available on the open market. 


In place of the three current racing venues--Port of Spain, Arima, and Union Park-- 
ambitious sporting and cultural projects will sprout. 
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In fact, after 1980, there is to be no more racing at the Savannah. 


The judges, after all, will receive a backpay--a judge's allowance of $2,000 per 
month, effective January 1, 1980. In addition, they are being offered improved 
travel facilities. 


Education Act 


Proposed amendment of the education act will accommodate recognition of the Trinidad 
and Tobago Unified Teachers’ Association (TTUTA). 


Outlining income tax reliefs, Dr William revealed that from January 1, personal 
allowance goes up from $2,000 to $2,500; spouse allowance from $1,000 to $1,300; 
child allowance, from $500 to $700; medical expenses, from $600 to $800. 





Income tax rebates range from 100 per cent on chargeable incomes not exceeding 
$5,000 to 20 per cent on chargeable incomes not exceeding $8,000. 


Pensioners will receive an additional special persone!) allowance of $1,500 in re- 
cognition of their past services to the nation--this is over and above the per- 
sonal income allowance of $2,500--provided such pensioners are in receipt of a pen- 
sion and are aged 60 years and over. 


Pension increases are also in store for public service pensioners whose retirement 
date is December 31, 1980, or earlier. They will continue to receive their cost 
of living allowance. 


Old age pensioners are also to get an increase—from $85 to $100 per month--an 
interim measure until the old age pension ordinance has been updated. 


On agriculture, Dr Williams told of a proposed pilot project food farm utilizing 
DEWD [Department of Environmental Works Division) labor. 


The farm, to be under the control of the Food and Agriculture Corporation, will be 
established on 81 hectares (200 acres) of state lands off the Churchill-Roosevelt 
Highway adjoining the existing Piarco corn and soya project. 


Specific objectives will be to increase the domestic production of food of rela- 
tively high nutritive value and to reduce the staggering food import bill. The 
initial labor force will be 100. 


Dr Williams, in his 3-hour presentation, also spoke of housing which he noted was 
beginning to make some impact. 


However, he said many serious problems and constraints still existed and these had 
served to inhibit the very considerable effort which was being made. 


Major problem areas identified included the failure of the construction industry to 
meet the increasing demands being made on it: shortages on a continuing basis of 
basic building materials; a shortage of skilled workers in the construction industry; 
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lack of response by some local financial institutions; high interest rate on 
mortgages; the absence of adequate infrastructure, and rapid increase in the urban 
population. 


In the light of these inhibitive factors, the prime minister emphasized that there 
will have to be further intensification of effort in 1981 if any significant 
headway is to be made to alleviate the housing problem. 


This would involve planned expansion of existing production facilities, coupled 
with some importation. 


Towards this end, 15 million bricks will be bought from Guayana, and contractors 
will be issued with permits to import their requirements. 


With respect to roads Dr Williams cited improvements in the east-west corridor. 


The priority bus route between San Juan and Curepe will be substantially completed 
by year's end. 


Dr Williams also announced some road construction projects to be initiated next year. 


They include extension of the Sir Solomon Hochoy Highway and new Cipero road, 
dualizing of the Princess Margaret; the coastal arterial San Fernando to Marabella 
highway. Also, a southern link freeway, and possible completion of the ambitious 
Mucurapo Foreshore freeway. 


in relation to developments in the energy sector, Dr Williams said specific steps 
would be taken in 1981 to improve the overall-security of natural gas supplies, 
and establishment of a pricing regime for the commodity. 


Investment decisions, in principle, he hinted, have been taken by the cabinet in 
respect to the methanol and urea projects, while some additional work was required 
before a final decision was taken on the aluminum smelter project. 


His other budgetary measures include establishing a $5 million fund to assist small 
businessmen, and the provision of free managerial and technical assistance. 


in respect of divestment, the finance minister pointed to the patterns set by the 
National Commercial Bank (NCB) and PLIPDECO [Point Lisas Industrial Port Develop- 
ment Corporation], and urged that they be actively pursued by those state enter- 
pric:+s which the government has earmarked for divestment. 


Additional shares in PLIPDECO will be offered to the public, while wide public 
ownership is proposed for the immediate downstream plant--an off-shoot of ISCOTT 
lexpansion unknown], and the second commercial television station. 


However, based on a cabinet decision, the prime minister, minister of finance, 
Corporation Sole [as published], will not be permitted to hold any shares whatso- 
ever in state enterprises or any companies--public or private. 
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He hinted that the proposed unit trust legislation was in the pipeline--a move on 
which the pace of divestment hinges. 


During his 3}-hour presentation, Dr Williams also served a reminder to the two foreign- 
owned banks operating locally--Ghase Manhattan and Citibank. It is a question of 
“cime is up" as far as they are concerned, come December 31. 


Dr Williams wound up his presentation with the hope that it “will help to encourage 
a certain austerity in our expenditures, national and individual, in 1981, and would 
discourage those among us who have been flaunting their affluence in the faces of 
those who have not."
